‘Those of us who have read any of 
Edwin Way Teale’s books such as NortH 
WITH THE SPRING found each a master- 
piece in nature literature both for its 
natural history content and the capti- 
vating style. Some reviews considered 
NoRTH WITH THE SPRING a “‘classic of 
trave! and nature writing on both sides 
of the Atlantic.’’ We were happy to learn 
recently that this book as well as a num- 
ber of others are coming out in German, 
Italian and French editions. A copy was 
presented to the White House by the 
American Booksellers Association. This 
book and his CircLE OF THE SEASONS 
was translated into Braille by the Library 
of Congress. The author autographed 
copies in Braille for the New York Public 
Library. 

Edwin Way Teale was born in Joliet, 
Illinois, where on May 4, 1955 the city 
held an “Edwin Way Teale Day’ at 
which ceremonies he planted a tree and 
delivered a lecture to the assembled Boy 
Scouts on the subject NORTH WITH THE 
SPRING. Around the edge of town is the 
“Edwin Way Teale Nature Trail,” a fine 
tribute to a man who has given many 
people a deeper insight into the meaning 
and working of nature. 

He is currently working on the com- 
pletion of a book on AUTUMN ACROSS 
THE COUNTRY. His most recent book and 
a very successful one is THE WILDERNESS 
Wor_b OF JOHN Muir published by 
Houghton Mifflin. 

The American Nature Study Society is 
rightfully proud to have had him as its 
president during the years 1947 and 
1948. However, he has served other or- 
ganizations with equal distinction such as 
the American Geographic Society, New 
York Audubon Society, Thoreau Society, 
Linnaean Society of New York, and the
